Ne"xt come three doses of felt, each 
time the felt growing finer in grade. 
The felt is attached In a layer to .a 
flat wheel, spun by electricity, and as 
it hums you can see the marble be- 
gin to sparkle. The finishing touches 
are put on with the use of a fine felt 
rub, oxalic aclA and oxide of zinc. 
The operator simply smears the sur- 
face with the mixture, gives a couple 
of minutes' vigorous turn of the wheel, 
and the slab then goes to the packer.—

$25,000 PROPERTY FOR OR- 


PHANS' HOME. 


Crowds Fill Building at Lordsburg to 


Hear Exercises—Dr. Locke is 


Eloquent. 


With exercises of simple, but emi- 


nently appropriate nature, the new 
Methodist orphanage, to be under the 
rnanagemnt of the Woman's Home 
Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, was dedicated on 
Tuesday at Lordsburg, before a crowd 
of people that packed the big building 
on every floor. In the audience that 
listened to the speaking and partook 
of the hospitality of the society, were 
many Covina people, who drove to 
the neighboring town and spent the 
day participating in the launching of 
this splendid enterprise. 
Mrs. J. L. 


Matthews of the Covina Methodist 
Church represented this city in the 
capacity of a member of the board of 
trustees of the new Institution, and 
many others from this city were pres- 
ent. 


Henry L. Kuns.stood on an impro- 


vised platform beside his silver-haired 
wife and in simple words, tendered the 
deed to $25,000 worth of property to 
the Woman's Home Missionary So- 
ciety. 
" , 


This is the couple's memorial to a 


son and a mother, that their names, 
David (and Margaret, might be per- 
petuated in the work of sheltering the 
homeless, and shaping the lives of 
human flotsam in the state. The pre- 
sentation was made before 1200 peo- 
ple, gathered from many points in 
Southern California. Leading divines 
and 
lay-workers 
of the 
Methodist 


Episcopal Church were in attendance. 
Dr. Charles Edward Locke of the First 
Methodist Church of Los Angeles, 
spoke on the subject, "Is It Worth 
While?" outlining the necessity for 
the molding of the child-mind into 
channels of right thinking and true 
appreciation of the techings of Jesus 
Christ, and pointing out the reasons 
for the great army of waifs that are 
annually thrust on the mercy of public 
and Christian institutionst hroughout 
-the land, 
. 
..., 


In presenting the deed to seventeen 


acres in the heart of the orange belt 
of Lordsburg, together with the build- 
ing of sixty rooms, Mr. Kuns, 
the 


donor, said in part: 


"I cannot find words to tell what is 


in our hearts today. The sacredness 
of the past, with all its fruitage of 
love and tender memories, now merges 
into this work, in so far as we are 
able to assist in its successful estab- 
lishment. It is not, however, of our- 
selves that we desire to speak, my 
wife and I, since I would much rather 
have been unknown in these exercises, 
but of the work of this society of ex- 
cellent women, whose motherly in- 
stincts have prompted them to under- 
take a successful issue. 


"This work enters the sacred realm 


of mother love, and I feel sure every 
child coming here will find a mother 
love awaiting. 


"We are now in prosperous times 


and it may be of no great trouble to 
maintain this work for awhile, but 
there may come a time when the earth 
shall quake, fire destroy, or the burn- 
ing drouth devastate. It will then be 
that these noble women shall rise 
up and out of the wreck of matter, 
gather around them the homeless ones 
or lead them into fields of usefulness. 
It is for the better realizing of this 
mother love that this work is insti- 
tuted." 


The acceptance of the deed was 


made in a very happily worded speech 
by Mrs. J. W. Van Cleve, president of 
the board of trustees. Prayer was of- 
fered by Rev. George Haffen of Lords- 
burg. 


Dr. Locke, in the course of an elo- 


quent address, remarked: 
"A Christ- 


like benefaction such as the giving of 
this home to destitute and dependent 
children, glorifies the life of this man 
and woman, who have chosen to share 
a portion of their fortune with human- 
ity while they yet live, rather than 
leave it in a bequest. The shaping of 
childhood is man's greatest life-work. 
Out of all great movements, all phil- 
anthropy, all religion it remained for 
the religion of Jesus Christ to lead the 
way in the formation of character of 
little ones, and with Christ's example 
coming down to us through the ages, 
we are striving to suffer little children 
to come unto Him. 


"But we have also before us a great 


work in removing the dastardly cause 
for two-thirds of the quantity of des- 
t i t u t e and orphan children, the insii- 
tution known to us as the 'American 
i-uioon." We must not rest until this 
'.v irk is accomplished. \\'e must or- 
i:uni/o ourselves into m i l i t a n t eheva- 
\'.: rs of the twentieth century to stop! 


this great leakage that continually 
thrusts 
fatherless 
and 
motherless 


children' into the benevolent care of 
such organizations as this one here 
today." 


A duet was sung by the Misses 


Mary Brown and Gladys Williams of 
Trinity Church, Pomona. 
Music was 


also rendered during the day by the 
Trinity Church orchestra; a contralto 
solo was sung by Miss Brewster of 
Pomona. As a closing address for the 
morning exercises, Mrs. P. H. Bodkin, 
corresponding secretary of the so- 
ciety, spoke of the many gifts already 
made toward furnishing the home, 
and of the need of further presenta- 
tions. 
Mrs. I. J. Reynolds, conference 


president, was in charge of the exer- 
cises. 


The ladies of the Lordsburg and Po- 


mona Churches served 
a 
cafeteria 


lunch to the big crowd, after which a 
number of after-dinner speeches- were 
made, Rev. F. D. Mather, superinten- 
dent of the Pasadena district, presid- 
ing. Those who spoke were: Rev. F. 
M. Larkin, superintendent of the Los 
Angeles district; Rev. J. L. Pitner, 
San Diego district; Rev. L. D. Van 
Arman, First Church, Pomona; Rev. 
A. W. Lamport, Trinity Church, Po- 
mona, and Mrs. R. N. Cunningham 
and George O. Robinson of the Or- 
phanage in Porto Rico. A telegram of 
congratulation 
was read from Mrs. 


George O. Robinson or the National 
Society. 


An inspection of the sixty rooms of 


the building was held by the big crowd, 
who were ushered over the three sto- 
ries by Mrs. M. E. Mullerger, super- 
intendent of the Deaconess Home of 
Los Angeles, assisted by Deaconesses, 
the Misses Sanborn, Pratt, Chaffee 
Smith and Blakesley. Mrs. S. M. Kiser 
of the Deaconess board of directors 
was in general charge of the building 
throughout the day, and will probably 
be chosen as the manager of the home. 
Mrs. Arvilla Runkitz, patriotic instruc- 
tor of Rosecran's Camp, No. 2, Sons of 
Veterans auxiliary of Los Angeles, pre- 
sented in the name of that organiza- 
tion, a splendid flag, which was raised 
to the staff in the afternoon with ap- 
propriate ceremony. For the present, 
the Home will be thrown open to all 
needy persons, both children and ad- 
ults, but will later, according to Mrs. 
Kiser, be maintained 
especially 
for 


destitute children. Mr. and Mrs. Kuns 
have fitted and furnished seven rooms 
on the second floor for a hospital ward, 
and the remainder of the structure is 
arranged in the style of small dormi- 
tories. The building sets in a valley 
that commands a sweeping view of the 
Sierra Madre mountains on the north, 
with an intimate view of "Old Baldy" 
from the northern windows.

UNDER "LONG TIME" ACT. 


Board of Trustees Will Offer Alterna- 


tive to Property Holders Fcr 


Citrus Avenue Work. 


A postponed meeting from Tuesday 


evening to Wednesday night was held 
by the Covina city board of trustees 
this week, when the only matter con- 
sidered, was that of the issuance of 
bonds In connection with the street 
work on Citrus avenue within the city 
limits. This work, as announced in 
the Argus last week, has been chang- 
ed in its manner of financial support, 
and a resolution has been introduced 
asking for the framing of an ordi- 
nance calling for a bond issue in the 
stead of the cash payment on all street 
work relating to this work on Citrus 
avenue. 
The board considered the 


resolution and will take up the matter 
of passing the ordinance at the next 
meeting. 


The ordinance win call for a sepa- 


rate bond for each piece of property 
abutting on and subject to street tax- 
ation on Citrus avenue. The bonds will 
be issued to represent the cost of im- 
provement on adjoining property. The 
bonds are payable in ten years, in 
nine equal payments, the first pay- 
ment to be made January 2, 1911. The 
work is to be prosecuted under the 
Vrooman act, but the bonding act is a 
separate one amending the Vrooman 
act in a measure. The property hold- 
ers may take up the bonds at seven 
per cent interest to run for the stat- 
ed time, or they may have the alter- 
native of paying cash at once, as was 
the case in the paving of Center 
street. The city board started the' 
work on Citrus avenue In the pre- 
liminery, according to the same meth- 
ods as used on Center street, but 
changed it to conform to the special 
bonding act. The change has met 
with much approval
